SEA3 NEARLY IN NORMAL| 


CONDITI-N. 


The Admiralty announces that the 
work of clearing Heligoland Bight 
minefield has now been successfully 
sxcomplished by the Germans. This 
marks a definite stage in the work of 
restoring the sess to normal cordi- 
tions, since the entire North Sea is thus 
rendered clear of moored mines. 
At the Armistice endrmons numbers 
of minefields and dangerots areas 
existed all over the world, principally 
in Earopean waters. “The waters eur- 
rounding the British Isles are cow 
entirely cleared, and the Mediter- 
ranean Sea is practically cleared, only 
three sroall areas on the Albanien 
coast remaining, the clearing of which 
should be completed this year. Four 
small areas remain in the Artic, for 
which Germany is responsible, and a 
German miresweeping flotilla is at 
present at work there, but in all pro- 
bability ice has effected their cleer- 
ance during the last four winters. 

In the Baltic mines still exist be- 
tween latitudes 56.50 N, and 60.30 N. 
to the eastwards of 17.36 E., and here 
mine clearance isin progress. In the 
Adriatic the three small areas stil] to 
be swept will be cleared in the near 
future : one by Jtaly and two by Jugo- 
Slavia.’ With one’exception the fields 
enumerated above constitute the only 
areas which now remain to be made 
safe for shipping. The one excepticn 
is the Black, Sea. Here are still 
numerous minefields, and no inter. 
national agreement exists for their 
yernovel, and it is now in a Yar worse 
condition agsin thin when the British 
mine-sweeping forces withdrew, more 
mines having been laid by ‘the 
Russians. . 

This work of clearing the seas has 
been carried out under she aegis of 
the International Mine Clearance 
Committee, which’ was brought into 
existence as & result of the “ Allied 
Naval Conference on Clearing the 
Seas of mines after the war,” held in 
London in October and November, 
1918," The committee's first meeting 
was held on November 25, 1918, 
since which date 267 meetings bave
